"If  Music  Be  the  Food  of  Love  ... 

Then  Strings  and  Swings  is  Set  to  Play  On!" 


For  some  people,  when  making  a  career 
decision  it  pays  to  be  persistent.  No  one  knows  how 
much  truth  there  is  in  this  kernel  of  wisdom  than 
musician/voice  instructor  Donna  Prypin.  After 
trying  her  hand  at  "eleven  different  occupations" 
which  she  openly  admits  she  "didn't  like,"  she 
finally  settled  on  the  one  thing  she  most  enjoys: 
music. 

"Music  has  always  been  the  single  constant 
in  my  life,"  she  said  during  a  recent  interview.  "I 
was  one  of  seven  kids  and  six  of  us  were  involved  in 
music  in  one  way  or  another.  We  were  always 
singing  around  the  house." 

Citing  the  influences  of  her  talented  siblings 
—  her  sister,  Bonnie  Galloway,  who  now  works  as  an 
actress  in  New  York,  and  brother,  Kevin  Truland, 
who  still  finds  time  to  play  his  guitar  between  his 
busy  law  career  —  Ms.  Prypin  decided  to  follow  her 
heart  and  take  up  music  professionally. 

At  the  age  of  25,  she  took  a  sharp  detour  off 
her  track  of  successive  jobs  and  enrolled  at  the 
renowned  Berklee  College  of  Music  in  Boston, 
beginning  her  focus  first  on  composition  and  then 
later  switching  to  performance. 

"I  decided  that  I  wanted  to  do  something  I 
love,"  she  said.  "So  many  people  take  jobs  that  they 
don't  like  ...  most  of  your  life  is  spent  at  work,  so 
why  not  work  at  something  you  love?" 

Ms.  Prypin's  love  affair  with  music  has  only 
grown  since  earning  a  degree  from  Berklee.  For  the 
last  19  years  the  vocalist/guitarist  has  been 
performing  a  catalog  of  styles  in  a  variety  of  venues 
...  and  this  weekend  she'll  return  with  her  group, 
Strings  and  Swings,  for  an  encore  performance  of  the 
successful  Valentine's  Day  concert  at  the  Marion  Art 
Center. 

Teaming  up  with  her  husband,  violinist  Boh 
Prypin,  and  guitarist  Joe  Scott,  the  trio  will  present  a 
program  of  "love  songs"  in  a  unique  setting  on 
Sunday,  February  13  beginning  at  4:00  pm. 

Having  three  varied  talents  and  musical 
backgrounds,  the  ensemble  will  provide  a  unique 
program  for  sweethearts  on  this  annual  romantic 
holiday.  Styles  will  range  from  jazz  and  ballads  to 
country  and  pop  ...  and  the  group  will  lend  their 
trademark  vocal  harmonies  to  each  selection. 

Ms.  Prypin  admits  that  her  own  preferences 
and  tastes  are  quite  varied,  and  this  allows  both  the 
group's  and  her  own  performances  to  remain 


versatile  and  unique.  Among  her  early  influences 
she  cited  such  diverse  talents  as  Linda  Ronstadt, 
Bonnie  Raitt,  Emmylou  Harris,  and  Billie  Holliday, 
and  noted  that  she  and  her  husband  have  also 
performed  as  a  folk  duo  which  included  the  music  of 
the  Grateful  Dead,  Neil  Young,  and  Crosby,  Stills 
and  Nash  in  their  repertoire. 

"I  don't  really  stick  to  one  style,"  she  said. 
"I've  sung  with  country  bands,  I've  sung  with  jazz 
bands,  I've  sung  with  rock  bands  ...  I  go  from  one  to 
the  other.  People  keep  telling  us  we're  eclectic.  I 
guess  that  means  we  don't  have  an  easily-definable 
style." 

Not  only  does  Ms.  Prypin  enjoy  performing 
her  music,  she  also  enjoys  passing  her  talents  on  to 
students.  For  the  last  15  years,  she  has  been  giving 
private  voice  lessons  and  teaching  music  theory  to 
students  and  area  musicians.  She  currently  has  about 
40  students  under  her  wing  and  teaches  every 
Monday  at  the  Marion  Art  Center  and  spends  the 
rest  of  the  week  conducting  private  lessons  at  her 
home  in  Marstons  Mills  on  the  Cape. 

"A  lot  of  students  only  see  the  glamourous 
side  to  performing,"  she  said.  "They  don't  realize  it 
requires  a  lot  of  practice  and  work.  It's  not  just  a 
matter  of  getting  up  on  stage  and  singing.  You  have 
to  set  up  the  equipment  and  rehearse  the  music  ... 
there's  a  lot  more  that  goes  into  it." 

Despite  some  of  these  minor  drawbacks, 
however,  Ms.  Prypin  readily  admits  that  it's  all 
worth  it  in  the  end.  The  opportunity  to  do 
something  you  really  enjoy  as  a  career  greatly 
outweighs  the  negative  aspects.

"I  love  teaching  because  I  like  watching  the 
kids  blossom,"  she  said.  "You  watch  them  when  they 
first  come  in  and  they're  green  ...  they  just  don't  get 
it.

Saturday,  February  12  at  1:30  pm.  The  program  will 
be  presented  in  the  Music  Hall  Auditorium  at  the 
corner  of  Front  and  Cottage  Streets  in  Marion. 

The  show  will  trace  this  immense  project 
from  Larry's  boyhood  dreams  of  "a  boat  able  to  take 
him  anywhere  in  the  world"  and  documents  the  20- 
year  project  of  Schooner  Larinda  that  will  see  her 
launched  later  this  year  on  Cape  Cod. 
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Schooner  Larinda  is  a  replica  of  an  18th- 
century  schooner  built  in  Boston  and  featured  in 
Howard  Chappelle's  books  History  of  Small  American 
Sailing  Ships,  and  The  Search  for  Speed  Under  Sail.  The 
Schooner  Larinda  has  been  hailed  as  "an  immense 
project  that  is  really  fascinating"  by  Dana  Hewson, 
director  of  shipbuilding  at  Mystic  Seaport  Museum, 
and  has  been  featured  in  articles  in  The  National 
Fisherman  and  Soundings. 

The  construction  techniques,  joining  tradition 
with  innovation,  have  brought  world-renown  to 
Larry  and  his  wife,  Marlene,  as  Larry's  innovations 
have  prompted  the  experts  to  revise  some  of  their 
assumptions  about  the  economics  and  methods  of 
recreation  and  restoration  of  historically-significant 
sailing  ships.  The  launching  of  Larinda  will  be  the 
subject  of  a  documentary  film,  but  the  February  12 
MBA-sponsored  show  will  tell  the  whole  story,  from 
discovery  of  the  plans,  the  innovative  construction, 
to  the  world-wide  search  for  a  true  ship's  Diesel  of 
historic  significance  for  Schooner  Larinda's  auxiliary 
power. 

Sailors  and  powerboaters,  children,  students,

Professor  Rockefeller  to  Speak  at  Tabor 

Professor  Steven  C.  Rockefeller  of 
Middlebury  College,  a  noted  scholar  who  has 
written  on  the  links  between  ecology,  religious  faith, 
and  democratic  social  values,  will  speak  at  Tabor 
Academy  in  Marion  on  Thursday,  February  24.  The 
public  is  invited  and  admission  is  FREE. 

Dr.  Rockefeller  will  reflect  on  issues  of  "Spirit 
and  Nature."  His  talk  will  begin  at  7:15  pm  in  the 
Lyndon  South  Auditorium  (located  in  Tabor's 
Academic  Center).  The  presentation  is  jointly 
sponsored  by  the  Sippican  Lands  Trust,  the  Marion 
Foundation,  and  Tabor  Academy. 

As  Professor  of  Religion  and  former  Dean  of 
Middlebury  College  in  Vermont,  Dr.  Rockefeller 
organized  the  1990  symposium  "Spirit  and  Nature: 
Religion,  Ethics,  and  the  Environmental  Crisis"  at 
Middlebury.  The  symposium  featured  Tenzin 
Gyatso,  His  Holiness,  the  14th  Dalai  Lama  of  Tibet, 
as  well  as  several  other  leading  theological  and 
ecological  thinkers.  Bill  Moyers  and  Public  Affairs 
Television  produced  an  outstanding  documentary 
film  on  the  symposium.  The  event  spawned  the 
acclaimed  book,  Spirit  and  Nature:  Why  the 
Environment  is  a  Religious  Issue,  which  includes  a 
stirring  essay,  "Faith  and  Community  in  an 
Ecological  Age"  by  Professor  Rockefeller. 

In  this  piece,  Rockefeller  observes  that  "a 
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holistic  and  relational  view  of  the  human  self 
suggests  that  in  a  real  sense  the  whole  earth  is  a 
person's  extended  body  and  the  consciousness  of  the 
individual  is  a  focal  point  of  the  earth's  emerging 
self-consciousness."  The  essay  goes  on  to  conclude: 
"the  roots  of  such  (an  ecological)  faith  lie  deep  in 
ancient  traditions,  but  it  is  the  destiny  of  this  and 
future  generations  to  bring  this  faith  into  full  flower 
in  the  light  of  the  new  knowledge  of 
interdependence  of  the  whole  earth  community." 

Dr.  Rockefeller  is  also  author  of  John  Dewey: 
Religions  Faith  and  Democratic  Humanism  (1991)  and 
co-author  of  The  Christ  and  the  Bodhisattva  (1987). 
Rockefeller  is  on  sabbatical  leave  from  Middlebury 
during  the  current  academic  year  and  is  residing  on 
the  Maine  coast.
